The work ou th-i shore piers that was 
abandoued soni) time sinoe hai b<ten re- 
sumed again, and Eiiginejr Riiidolf, under 
whose atrelii' aupervisioii the piers have 
been const nic^xd. u of the opinion that all 
the piers will b« really for the iron work 
tbia year. Tho Irou work is all ready to 
put up aa soon aa the piers are all oom- 
pletwL Kvery piece is marked for its place, 
and all that wiU hava ta ba dan* to ta attak 

it together. 

There have hmn three aets of men em- 
ployed constantly ou the caissoni since the 
work was oommenoed, each set working 
eight hours, so that work waa done on them 
day and niufht. There has been no accident 
of any seriou-s consequenoe at the caissons 
save thu drowning ot one man, which was 
the result of hia own oarelessnesa During 
the building of the St. Louis bridge over 
one hundred men were killed. For the past 
two weeks the man at work on the oaisson 
have been receiving Increased pay, from the 
tact that tho depth uuiier water made the 
work more dangerous and laborioua 

The men for tha past several weeks have 
been affected with a curious disease. Their 
hands and arms swell more than double 
their natural sixe. The employes claim that 
it is the watei that poisons their bands, 
while others think that it ia caused by tbe 
impure air th>u tlioy inhalft Thoa* tM work 
now all we ar gloves.

No one feels ttie entbarrassment more sen- 
sibly than the cashier, Mr. Bell, who is ad- 
ministrator for tha Cowla's estate, which 
has tied up in the bank about |Cj,0<K). A few 
of tha smaller depositors and one or two per- 
sonal enemies of Mr. Bell, who hava not 
one cent in tbe bank, have been using vio- 
lence.
